Santa Monica, Los 
Angeles, Beverly Hills and other 
Southern California municipali- 
ties are anxious to make such a 
gift. 

BUILDING BONDS 

A bon election for raising 
$3.000,000 to provide for the 
bulldings on the new site of the 
Southern Branch which Will be 
submitted to the people at the next 
} general election, together with 
bond issues for other State build- 
ings to make a total of $8,500,000, 
is authorized by the signature of 
Senate Bill No. 484. This bill, in

mony at St. Peter’s in years. The 
first canonization of holy year 
also marked its climax. 

The world's greatest basilica 
itself was metamorphosed. Some 
hundreds of thousands of can- 
and. electric lights were 
hung crystal festoons from 
the arches along gorgeous-colored 


pillars, at the shrines, in the 
altars and in the great dome 
Michael Angelo built!

The situation at the State 
university started after one pro- 
fessor had ordered textbooks 
which contained reference to evo- 
lution. The professor was iater 
informed that he would not be rec- 
j ommended for re-election to the 
faculty. A petition was circulated 
amo professors asking that the 
Am mn Association of Univer- 
sity Professors investigate the situ - 
ation at the university.. Protest 
| was made against essing «a 
professor without a fair and im- 
partial hearing. Members of the 
faculty were called into the dean's 
office and questioned as to wheth- 
er or not they signed the peti- 
tion and were quizzed about oth- 
er things. The outcome was that 
six of the prominent professors 
were ousted ™m the faculty. Dean 
Mulvanta of the premedical school. 
had been with the institution for 
seventeen years, but he lost 
job. Two others had been on the 
facuity for about fourteen 4 
Judge Neal had stated he did not 
sign the petition, but it was de- 
creed by the university authori- 
ties that he mußt go. Specia! in- 
‘terest was taken in his case "Eg? 9 
or- 
merly been State Senator and had 
obtained for the university one of 
its firet and largest appropriations. 
Also he gave gener y to student 
activities and was extremely popu- 
lar with the students. 


QUIZ BRANDED FARCE 
He had declared that the con- 
sideration of his case by the trus- 
tees was “a farce,”’ and that he 
should have been given a hearing 
with sufficient time the same as 
any criminal would have been en- 
titled to. Gov. Peay and Bolton 
Smith of Memphis were the only 
two trustees who voted against his 
diamissal. 

Today Judge Neal is head ot 
the Neal School of Law in Knox- 
ville.

Federal Trade Commission 
Minority in Revolt 


Publicity Ban Held Effort to 
Muzzle Them

WASHINGTON, May 117.—The 
Democratic minority of the Fed- 
Trade Commission, Huston 
Thompson and John F. Nugent, 
publicly defied the Republican 


majority today to muzzie them by 
the recently adopted publicity rule. 
The minority in a dissenting re- 
port written by Commissioner 
Nugent on the new form of pro- 
cedure now in effect, asserted that 
a majority of the commission can- 
not, by the adoption of a rule, le- 
ally prevent dissent! commis- 
sionere from giving public expres- 
sions to their views in any pro- 
ceeding on which fine! action has 
been taken by the commission. 

Commissioner Nugent said it 
is contended in certain quarters” 
the commission 

who make public the reasons 
for their dissent, and refer to 
the contents of the stipulation in 
cases which are settied in secret, 
are subject to prosecution under 
Section 10 of the Federal Trade 
Commission Act, providing that 
any officer or employee of the 
commission who makes public any 
information without ite authority, 
unless directed by a court, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding $6000 
or by im t for not more 
than one year, or both. 


PENALTY INCONCEIVABLE 
That public expression of dlasent 


commissioners acting in their

to the penalties provided by Sec- 


tion 10 of tiſe Federal Trade Com- 
mission Act is tnconcetvable, de- 
clared Commissioner Nugent. 

Turning his attack on other new 
rules, adopted by Commissioners 
Van Fleet, Hunt and Hum- 
phrey, Commissioner Nugent de- 
clared that they do not afford hon- 
est merchants or manufacturers 
the protection which the statute, 
contemplates should be accorded 
to them. 

Referring to the rule adopted 
by the Republican majority that 
shall not enter- 
tain a proceeding that is merely a 
controversy between _competitors, 
Commissioner Nugent stated that 
it was plain to him that Congress 
intended to consider the rights of 
competitors as well as the inter- 
ests of the public in preventing 
unfair methods of competition. 

Commissioner Nugent also de- 
clared that thre settlement of cases 
by stipulation, without a publie 
declaration of the practices on- 
gaged in by gullty parties, de- 
prives the purchasing public “of 
the right to know the names 
those merchants, the manufac- 
turers, who willfully and deliber- 
ately, by misbranding, false and 
misleading advertising, adultera- 
tion of their products, ete., have 
robbed them of their money.” 

Exception was taken dy the 
minority to the rule withholding. 
announcement of a complaint un- 
til the respondent fies answer. 
The publicity attending the is- 
suance of a complaint frequently 
has been sufficient to induce the 
discontinuance of unfair methods 
of competition, thereby saving the 
respondent's competitors and the 
ublic from further material in- 

ry. Commissioner Nugent stated.

TO OPEN TODAY 


Testify in Case 


Prosecution to be directed by 


Crowe in Person 


Three Weeks Allotted to 
Complete Jury 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
CHICAGO, May 17.—When Wil- 
Mam Darling Shepherd faces 


Judge Lynch tomorrow morning 


to be tried on the indictment 
against him, which charges that 


he murdered his ward, William 
Nelson McClintock, by the injec- 
tion of typhus germs, in order to 
secure possession of the $1,000,000 
McClintock estate, there will de 
unfolded one of the most weird 
and complex chain of circum- 
stances in the criminal history of 
the world. 

There is no direct evidence 
that Shepherd fed his ward typhus 
germs. that is. no one saw him 
perform this act, but a long array 
of witnesses will testify to certain 
incidents, all of which point to 
this conclusion. One witness. C. 
od man, head of the National 
Institute of Applied Sciences, will 
testify that he supplied the live 
germs which he secured from the 
city laboratories : that he in- 
structed Shepherd how to use 
them. and that Shepherd told him 
he had given the germs, in a glase 
of cold water, to McClintock. Dr. 
Fosberg will testify that Shepherd 
held two consultation’ with him at 
a hotel on the use of germs, prin- 
cipally typhoid and whether or 
not death by such an agency could 
be detected dn a post-mortem ex- 
amination. Dr. Fosberg said Shep- 
herd paid him $25 for each con- 
sultation. 


MISS POPE EXPECTED

will tell how Shepherd used every 
means to discourage her from ‘se- 
curing a marriage license at Mc- 
Clintock'’s behest, and how. when 
she finally did get the license, she 
was shut out of the house until 
after McClintock had died. 

Almost immediately after Mc- 
Clintock’s death, the Shepherds 
went to Albuquerque, N. M., to re- 
cuperate. Chief Justice Harry 
Olson, whose brother, Dr. Olson. 
died a few hours after Shepherd 
visited him and brought him some 
fruit. began an investigation of 
McClintock's death. 

The body of the young man was 
exhumed and an inquest begun.

RABBICALLS 
BRYAN’S ACT 
JAZZ STUNT 


Commoner’s Work Against 
Teaching of Evolution is 
Severely Scored — 


(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, May 17. — Dr. L. L. 
Mann, rabbi of Sinal congregation, 
declared before an audience of 
2000 yesterday that evolution is 
as firmly established as the law 
of gravitation. He called the ac- 
tion of William Jennings Bryan in 
promoting the laws recently en- 
acted in Tennessee and Oklahoma 
against the teaching of evolution 
“emotional jazz.” One emphatical- 
ly uttered sentence was this: 

“To outlaw evolution makes for 
academic hypocrisy and reveals the 
sinister influence of the church on 
the State.” 

In answer to the question which 
‘was a part of the announced sub- 
ject of his sermon, “Is Man De- 
scended From a Monkey?” Dr. 
Mann declared ‘emphatically his 
belief that man is descended from 
the anthropoid ape 

“Evolution does not destroy faith 
in the Bible,” said Dr. Mann, “but 
a law against the teaching of evo- 
lution makes a fetish out of the 
Bible and results in Bibliolatry. 
St. Augustine and Thomas Acuinas 
were more liberal than the mod- 
ern fundamentalists, for they look- 
ed upon the Bible creation story as 
a figurative legend useful for 
pedagogical purposes. To pass the 
Tennessee law is to make the world 
safe for hypocrisy.” 


NEEDS CAPITAL 
Obdjectionable Currency Law in 
Ecuador Abrogated, Says Carbo 


E. F. Carbo, manager of the for- 
eign exchange department of the 
Banco del Ecuador and now at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, reports that 
Ecuador has at last abolished the 
law which prevented foreign busi- 
ness. This was a law which ar- 
bitrarily set the value of Ecuado- 
rean currency, in an effort to stop 
depreciation. It stopped business 
and nothing else, according to Mr. 
Carbo. Dr. G. 8. Gordova was 
elected President of Ecuador at thre 
last general elections and took of- 
fice in September. In October he 
was successful in having the meas- 
ure repealed, and Mr. Carbo has 
come to the United States in an 
effort to re-establish his business 
connections. 

“During the last four years,’ he 
said, “business with us has been 
very bad, and the export and im- 
port business has been at a stand- 
still, It is not possible for man 
to regulate by law such things as 
international currency values un- 
leas all countries take the same 
action.. I might say. in the con- 
nection, that feel the same way 
about prohioition. 

“Ecuador is now ready to 80 
ahead. We need capital, but it is 
not generally known that that is 
the case. We have progressed to 
the point where we cannot con- 
tinue to increase our business with 
our own resources. An investment 
in South Ame les is safer than one 
in some of the European coun- 
tries. but they are better known 
and. therefore get the money.”-— 
[Exchange

Calgary Newsboy Overcomes 
Heavy Handicap 


Self-Educated, Wins Honors 
and Preferment 


Story of Russien Refugee 
a Inspiring History 


DISPATCH | 

CALGARY (Alta.) May 17.— 
Eight years ago a crippled newsboy 
on the streets of Calgary, speak- 
ing the English of the streets in 
a broken dialect and helping sup- 
port the rest of the family, 13. 
year-old Dave Pasternack’s only as- 
set was ambition. Today, at 21. 
the former Calgary newsboy has 
gained the highest awards, includ- 
ing a scholarship, that Queens 
University offers in the study of 
chemistry, and has been ap- 
pointed by the Dominion govern- 
ment to carry on special chemical 
research work in Ottawa. 

That, in brief, is the story of 
Pastefnack—a tale that surpasses 
all the rosiest of the stories of 
“work and win” literature. Dave is 
the hero of Calgary newsboys. 


ONE-LEGGED HERO 
In 1909 the Pasternack family 
came to Calgary from their far-off 
Russian home in Riga. Dave was 
then 56 years of age. The little 
fellow hobbled along on one leg. 


the other having been amputated 
before he came to Canada. His 
father was a tailor. Business was 
not good. At the age of 6 years 
Dave began selling papers. By 
hie energetic methods and cheery 
smile he soon won himself a place 
in the hearts of many who passed 
his corner daily. Dave held his 
customers well. In spite of the 
help he gave the family he saved 
money and managed to find time 
for some schooling. Then he grad- 
tated from high school and e- 
cured a junior teaching certificate. 

One day a new boy appeared on 
Dave's corner, with the explana- 
tion that “Dave, he go ‘way for a 
while.” When Dave returned fram 
teaching in e country he only 
stayed here long enough to step 
on an eastbound train that took 
him to Kingston, Ont., where he 
entered Queens University and be- 
gan the study of chemistry. 

WON SCHOLARSHIP 

He won fresh honors every year. 

His achievements culminated in 
the announcement made recently 
that he had won the chemistry 
scholarship and had been called 
to take up research work for the 
Dominion government. 

And now that he has won 
through, Dave's first thought was 
for his younger brother. Now, he 
‘writes to his father. “I am in a

MACHINE FORECASTER 


Can Predict Conditions im Any 
Port in the World Years Ahead 


The “Brass Brain,” a marvelous 
mechanism for forecasting tidal 
movements is in constant use in 
the laboratory of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey in Washington. 
The device forecasts what the 
tides will be in any seaport in the 
world at any time, for tomorrow or 
1000 years from tomorrow, A han- 
die is turned, and, behold, there 
on the dial, may be recorded the 
time and height of water at low 
or high tide any day in any year 
at any port. Simultaneously a 
tidal curve is plotted on a roll 
of paper fitted into the machine. 

About fifteen years were re- 
quired to perfect the “Brass 
Brain.“ which was put into opera- 
tion in 1912. It has 16,000 sepa- 
rate parts. In 1922, ten years after 
its completion, the machine was 
tested, by means of duplicating a 
forecast worked out on the ma- 
chine when it was first completed. 
and found to be accurate. In oth- 
er words, there was absolutely no 
wear on the machine in that 
time. 

The idea for the device was 
conceived by R. A. Harris, chief 
mathematician of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. The plans and 
construction were under the di- 
rection of E. G. Fisher. mechani- 
cal engineer of the department. 
The machine does the work of 
sixty mathematicians, and is said 
to be superior to experts in its 
work because of its assurance of 
accuracy. 

At present the machine ia being 
used to predict the tides at eighty- 
five ports all over the world. As 
a result of these predictions it is 
possible for the department to 
tell two years in advance what 
the high-water mark will be at 
3500 other ports throughout the 
world. Some idea of the im- 
portance of this work may be ob- 
tained from the fact that these 
predictions are printed in pam- 
phiet form and sold to navigation 
officers, with the result that a 
ship’s officer can tell exactly what 
the tide will be at a given point 
om a certain day--information of 
great value in marine transpor- 
tation. 

Actual check on the predictions 
made by the machine prove it to 
be 100 per cent accurate. Winds 
will cause a tidg to be higher than 
it normally would be, however, and 
in instances of this nature allow- 
ance must be made, as no method 
has been perfected by which any- 


tone can forecast what the velocity 


of the wind will be on any partic- 
ular in the future. 

This machine is the only one 
of its kind in the world, although 
the Geodetic Survey in 
England has a smalier machine 
along similar lines, but it is very 
incomplete and less thorough in 
workmanship compared to he one 
used by the Geodetic Survey.— 
{Bulletin of the Brass and Cop- 
per Research Association.

D. C. Patterson of Omaha, fath- 
er-in-law of Capt. Bellini, says the 
Pattersons knew all about Bellini's 
former marriage, and also knew 
the situation at the time of the 
Bellini-Patterson marriage. 


DIVORCED IN FIUME 


According to Patterson, Capt. 
Bellini obtained a divorce from his 
first wife in Fiume. But shortly 
afterward Fiume was taken over by 
Italy and the Italian government 
refused to recognize any divorce 
gotten in Fiume which. Patterson 
says, was a sort of Italian Gretna 
Green at that time. 

Bellini was arrested last October. 
Mrs. Bellini was in Paris at the 
time. Patterson, in Omaha, imme-

ing him in jail until the govern- 
ment gets ready to try him on the 
other charge. 

“Those Fiume divorces are rec- 
ognized in every other country 
but Italy.“ sa Patterson. 

But since Hint is a citizen of 
Italy, living in Italy, the i- 
tion of the divorce by the Italian 
government is most important.

PLANS FOR 


More Than $1,000,000 
To be Spent on Institutions 


In Southern California 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE) 

SAN. BERNARDINO, May 17.— 
An appropriation of $1,225,000 to 
finance a building program pro- 
viding an increase of approximate- 
ly 1000 beds in State institutions 
in Southern California was an- 
nounced today by Walter D. Wag- 
ner, director of institutions. Mr. 
Wagner is inspecting the Patton 
Hospital. 

By far the largest yearly ex- 
tension program in the State's his- 
tory, the expansion proposes the 
construction of a $530,000 struc- 
ture near Pomona to house the 
Pacific Colony for the  fechble- 
minded: the extension of the Nor- 
walk State Hospital for the In- 
sane, near Los Angeles, costing 
$456,000 and the replacing of two 
antiquated buildings at the South- 
ern California State Hospital at 
Patton at a cost of $370,000. 

The werk on he Pacific Colony 
is under way. Two cottages to 
house eighty inmates are under 
construction and four additional 
structures will ba erected .so that 
the ultimate capacity will be 2500 
beds. The Pacific Colony is the 
only institution for the feeble- 
minded south of Sonoma. 

The Norwalk program includes 
the building of a new receiving 
and treatment hospital and two 
cottages of a capacity of 120 pa- 
tients each. Mr. Wagner an- 
nounced. The Patton projects are 
two wings of the main building 
and two cottages with a combined 
capacity of 250 beds. The builld- 
ing of a dairy and piggery and 
a new sewer system is also pre- 
posed in the program. 

“We are also starting a building 
program of $370,000 at the Men- 
docino Hospital in the north,” 
said Mr. Wagner, The reason Nor- 
walk and Mendocino receive the 
bulk of the appropriation for hos- 
pitals for the treatment of the in- 
sane is that they are smaller in- 
stitutions and afford room for en- 
largement.”’ 

Mr. Wagner has returned to 
Sacrament) after inspecting the 
Patton Hospital with Superintend- 
ent John A. Reily.

FALSE SECURITY 


Boll Weevil Still a Menace, Despite 
Little Damage Last Year 


The scarcity of weevil infesta- 
tion and almost total lack of weevil 
damage in 1924 seems to have led 
many farmers into the belief that 
the boll weevil is no longer a. de- 
structive cotton pest and a menace 
to Southern prosperity. according 


to observations made by field rep- 
resentatives of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

A recent circular on the cotton 
boll weevil situation issued from 
Clemson College, South Carolina, 
Warns the farmers of that State 
that this feeling “will surely result 
in disaster if it persists.” The writ-" 
ers of the circular state that “the 
number. of boll weevil going into 
hibernation during the fall was 
greater than we have ever observed 
any previous season in this 
tate.” 


A similar note of warning for 
the cotton belt as a whole was 
sounded in the report of the cot- 
ton production council of the As- 
sociation of Southern Agricultural 
Workers, adopted by the aapocia- 
tion in annual session at Atlanta, 
Ga., in February of this year. It 
was declared that “the greatest 
immediate danger to the agricul- 
ture of the cotton belt lies in the 
widespread belief among the pro- 
ducers that weevil control meas- 
ures are not necessary.” 

The comparative immunity from 
weevil damage in 1924 as stated 
in the report above referred to 
was due to an “unysual combina- 
tion of conditions” which “will, in 
all probability, not recur in many 
years.” These were: 
(1.) Defoliation of cotton over 
a wide area by the leaf worm in 
the early fall of 1923, materially 
reducing the number of weevils 
going into hibernation, 

(2.) Extremely cold. winter tem- 
peratures, which vastly increased 
the usual mortality of hibernating 
weevils, and 

(3.) Extremely dry, hot weather 
during the summer of 15324, which 
gave effective weather control. 
preventing the few weevils which 
did emerge in the spring from mul- 
tiplying fast enough to seriously 
menace the crop. 

Similar conditions hate not pre- 
valled so far this year. Fall rains 
in many sections stimulated the 
cotton to renewed growth and 
warm weather through October 
was favorable to Weevil Increase. 
Wherever such conditions pre- 
valled it resulted n large numbers

Willard, attorney, goes unheeded, 


Polny is due to lose much of the 
fruits of his toll. 

The irony of the man's plight 
lies in the fact that ff Polny had 
been just a little less eager to be- 
come a full-fledged citizen, the au- 
thorities could never have ordered 


his deportation. 


Poiny arrived here May 16. 1920. 
By the statute of limitations of 
the United States immigration law, 
no alien may be deported for U- 
legally entering the nation after. 
five years have elapsed since Ris 
date of entrance. 

Polny’s five years would be vp 
in eight days. 

Polny’s petition came before the 
immigration authorities last week. 
He was given a hearing, but when 
he failed to produce a certificate 
of admittance they began to in- 
vestigate. The order of. deporta- 
tion fallowed. 

Willard countered with the 
statement that Polny had been a 
good citizen, had worked hard and 
saved. raised children and obeyed 
the laws. The authorities, how- 
ever. referred Poiny'’s case to the 
Washington bureau.

caught with rod and line, 

Zane Grey, the novelist, re- 
turned to his Altadena home last 
week from a four months’ cruise in 
southern waters, on his yacht, the 
Fisherman. The party visited, of 
course, Cocos Island, goal of all 
cruising novelists, There the yacht 
wae surrounded by acres and acres 


‘of fish, all swimming on the sur- 


face and perfectly willing to take a 
hook baited only with a feather or 
a bit of rag. The novelist's son, 
Romer Grey, John Shields, Capt. L. 
D. itchell and Chester Wortley, 
were other members of the party. 
In telling of the trip Mr. Grey 


“Wonderful as are the Galapagos 
Islands I do not think I will er 
again head the Fisherman towa 
that lonely ash-heap of the Pa- 
cific. 

“The Galapagos are volcanic in 
origin, directly under the equator, 
and 6060 miles off the coast o 
Ecuador. The group consists of 
large and small islands, green with 
cactus and red with lava. They 
are hard, forbidding, barren, deso- 
late places—the very last, so to 
speak, on the globe. We fished 
off Indefatigible Island for a week, 
going ashore on occasions. The 
heat was intense. Many strange 
forms of life afforded us Interest 
and excitement, prominent among 
which was the marine iguana. This 
was a lizard four feet long, harm- 
less and easily ptured, but very 
frightful-looking

“Tower Island, seventy miles 
from Indefatigible, was the most 
terrible spot I ever visited. in- 
finitely worse than Death Valley.

why. We anchored in Darwin Bay, 
which was discovered by the great 
naturalist in 1836 or 1838. This 
bay was the mouth of a crater a 
mile wide. Strange wild sea fowl 
soared and circled and screamed 
in countless numbers. The bay 
was full of fish, but we could not 
catch them owing to the sharks. 
Schools of black sharks, 300, 400 
and 500 pounds, swam around on 
the surface, and when we hooked 
a fish, which happened the in- 
stant we put a bait overboard, we 


were at once surrounded by these 


hideous sharks. They were man- 
eaters, judging from their dispo- 
sition. 

Cocos Island, famous for years 
as the buried-treasure island of the 
Pacific, presented a remarkable 
and beautiful contrast to the Gala- 
pagos. The island was small. 
about thirteen miles around, ris- 
ing to a mountain, and covered 
with the most gorgeous tropical 
verdure and blossoms. We smelied 
the fragrance of Cocos long before 
we reached it. Lacy white water- 
falls streamed off the cliffs. The 
— life was manifold and beauti- 


INCREDIBLE FISH 


“The number and variety of fish 
was incredible. We did not need 
any bait. Artificial lures, spoons or 
feathers sufficed. It was, however. 
an accident when we got a fish to 
the boat. Thousands of sharks, be- 
longing to one speciés, and of er- 
ery size, cruised about. These 
sharks were bronze and yellow, 
very fast and savage, with pointed 
heads, round bodies and huge 
notched tails. They dia not show 
until we hooked a fish, when they 
appeared as thick as .fence pick- 
ets. But for them Cocos Island 
might be the greatest fishing place 
in the world. 

We found sailfish ranging from

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DEFENSE OF HAWAII 

The General Staff of the Army has an- 
nounced plang for the fortification of Oahu 
to make it the strongest military defense 
outpost in the world. Oahu, one of the larg- 
est of the Hawaiian Islands, could be made 
impregnable, according to the report of 
Thomas 8. Butler, chairman 
of the House Naval Committee, and he will 
urge the enactment of legislation to ac- 

complish this purpose. 

As u result of the recent war game it has 
been determined that the half-finished pro- 
ect for the defense of the Hawallan Islands 
cannot be depended upon to protect the 
Pearl Harbor naval base from ah enemy in- 
vestment in the event of a surprise attack 
in force, as was simulated in the maneuvers. 
if we lost Hawaii, as was pointed out by 
Admiral Dewey years ago, we would be in 
danger of an attack on this coast. But the 
hero of Manila said that the Coast could 
not be successfully attacked unless the 
islands were first taken. Even in the light 
of the new airplane military service, ex- 
perts say there is little reason, if any, to 
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out attacking them it would be between our 
fleet at Hawall and the coast. So that the 
battleground undoubtedly would be in the 
neighborhood of the naval base at Pearl

Expanding City’s Supply He 
Holds Vital Task 


Move to Tap Colorado River 
Must Start, He Says 
L 


Deciaring the development and 
expansion of the city's water sup- 
piy and distribution system to be 
the most vitally important task 
now before the people of Los An- 
geles, William Mulholland, bujid- 
er of the Aqueduct and chief en- 
gineer of the municipal water 
Bureau yesterday outlined the 
pressing necessity of voting for the 
two water-bond issues appearing 
em the June election baliot. 

Explaining the need for the 
$8,000,000 water-bond issue, whicn 
appears as Proposition No. 1 on 
the ballot. and the $2.000.°00 Colo- 


rado River aqueduct bonds, which 
ie Proposition No. 2, Mr. Mulhol- 
land sald: 


“Water is a basic necessity of 
life—all of us realize that. But 
because water is an every-Aay ne- 
- Gtasity of life we are apt to take 
it for granted. We forget that 
quantities of water—enough 
te meet the requirements of a 
great metropolitan city——ie not a 
‘matural possession of our city. 
“In order to keep an adequate 
amount of domestic water coursing 
through our mains and Jaterals to 
meet the hour by hour demands of 
our people it is necessary to main- 
tain a colossal organization with 
water works system operating 
and night. 


MORE WATER NEEDED 


“As the population of our city 
inecreases—as more factories are 
erécted—we must expand and en- 
large the city’s. seurce of water 
supply and ite distribution system. 
The municipal Water Bureau, the 
game as every other public 
fy. can only expand and build 
up ite system through the tssu- 
ance of bonds. 

“But there is one very pleas- 
ant thi about voting water 
bends. Water bonds do not in- 
crease taxes. As specifically pro- 
vided in the new city char‘er. in- 
terest and annual principal charges 
on water bonds are paid entirely 
from earnings of the Water Bu- 
reau—and not from taxes. All the 
people need do is vote yes for 

nee t n or- 
— Otnerwise the bonds 
will not ‘be tssued+—the water sys- 
tem will not oe expanded—and 
las Angeles will be forced to stop 
growing entirely because of an in- 
adequate water service. 

“The $8.000.000 bond issue is 
needed for the following purposes: 
To finance the purchase of water 
bearing lands in Owens Valley and 
the development of additional 
water resources in the valley. which 
te the source of the Aqueduct 
water supply. To finance the con- 
struction of the new &t. Francis 
reservoir and dam along the Aque- 
4uct in the San Francisquito Can- 
you. To provide for enlargements 
and general betterments to the 
water distributing system within 
the city. 

“Every feature of this program 


must be carried out if we are to

maintain an adequate water serv- 
ice for our people from month to 
month. 

“Voting the $2.000,000 Colorado 
River aqueduct bonds is an urgent 
and most pressing necessity at 
this time. Under nermal condi- 
tions, our present Aqueduct is cap- 
able of supplying the needs of 
about 2,000,000 people. Under ab- 
n conditions, such as the 
whole Wet has been experiencing. 
that supply becomes uncertain. 


NO TIME TO WASTE 


os Angeles has just one other 
availables water supply source re- 
mainin for development. It is 
the Colorado River. The Water 
Bureau has completed a survey for 
an aqueduct to bring water to Los 
Angeles from the Colorado River. 
Construction of this aqueduct will 
not be blocked by any tremendous- 
iy difficult engineering obstacles.

Questioning of Ancient 
Dogmas Seen as Healthy 
Sign by Visitor 


Never before has the Bible been 
do extensively read as it is today. 
declares Dr. Campbell Morgan, for- 
mer pastor of Westminster Congre- 
gationa!l Church. London, who ar- 
rived in Los Angeles yesterday to 
deliver a series of lectures on the 
interpretation of Genesis under 
the auspices of the Bible Insti- 
tute. 
“Not only do people interest 
themselves in the Bible more than 
they formerly did, but they study 


u with more intelligence and-are 


subjecting its teachings to greater 
challenge,” said Dr. Morgan. They 
are no longer content to accept 
ancier.t dogmar without question 
put put almost every proposition 
to a searching test. 

“I am inelined to believe this a 


heaithy sign. It indicates that the 


interest in religion is more active 
than ever but that with the spread 
of. deeper knowledge on all sub- 
jects its teachings are being scru- 
tinized no less than other branches 
of Yearning. I believe the result 
will be a new understanding of 
the Scriptures that will lead to a 
higher apprecation of their signi- 
oe as a guide to human con- 
uct.“ 


Dr. Morgan declined to discuss 


the controversy now prevailing be- 
tween fundamentalisn: and mod- 
ernism or the question relative to 
evolution, on the ground that these 
are merely side issues that do not 
involve the integrity of the Bible 
teachings. 

“IT have been a close Mble stu- 
dent for forty years,” he sald, and 
am convinced that its doctrines are 
the result of divine inspiration. 
They have been subjected to a va- 
riety of interpretations differing 
according to the intellectual and 
spiritual endowments of the in- 


terpreters. The theory of evolu- 


tion, for instance, is ent.rely at 
variance with some constructions 
placed on the story of the créa- 
tion. But in my opinion it is pos- 
sible to reconcile the two by slight 
modifications in the interpretation 
of both the biblical and the ecien- 
tiie theories of the origin of life 
without impairment of the es#en- 
tials of either. And this rule. 1 
believe, will be found co apply to 
all the controversies growing out 


of interpre‘ative differences in- 
volving the teachings. of the 
Bible.”

When you feel 
the cramming has gone far 
enough you go to the head of the 
department, usually an elderly man 
with whiskers, who peers suspi- 
ciously at you over his spectacles 
and asks who you are and what 
you want. He has probably never 
seen or heard of you before. You 
tel) him you want to take an ex 
amination. The learned man 
strokes his whiskers meditatively 
for a while and if he is satisfied 
that you are not trying to put any- 
thing over he grants your request. 
That's how it's done in Europe.” 

The Hollander Said he had 
found that Kansas looks like Hol- 
land— just as flat but more endless. 

“Another thing that has im- 
preased me on the journey across 
the continent is the unvarying 
sameness of places, people and 
things in regions hundreds or even 
thousands of miles apart,“ he com- 
mented.
